THE EMPEROR OF ALL THE 
RUSSIAS. 



The repeated attempts upon the life 
Czar of Russia indicate a settled pur- 
pose on the part of the rsvolutionists 
in his empire to rid Russia of its pre- 
sent despotic form of government. It 
is not (as a recent Nihilist proclama- 
tion remarked) against the person of 
the Emperor the deadly blows are lev- 
tiled. It is against the aecursed sys- 
tem of government of whioh ho is the 
embodiment. The Russians are a long- 
suffering people. For centuries they 
have been ground bentath the heel of 
an unsympathetic and oppressive gov- 
srnment, whose acts it is illegal to criti- 
cize, and against whoso decrees none 
may utter a word with impunity. < For 
trivial political offences men and wo- 
man, and often mere children of both 
sexes, have been sent to Siberia, and 
there condemned to work in the mine*. 
The unhappy condition to which the»« 
poor wretches, whoso only crinio is 
thinking aloud, are reduced, was vividly 
described in these columns in October 
last, by a German grmtlenian, who, 
having visited Siberia, entered one 
of the iron mines, portrayed 
in eloquent and pathetic language 
tho sights he there beheld. The 
description almost surpasses be- 
lief. The state of misery and despair, 
the wretchedness, poverty and priva- 
tion to which the shoeless and almost 
naked prisoners were reduced; the dis 
gusting character of the food supplied 
them, the sleeping quarters — littl» bet- 
ter than dungheaps — to which they 
were assigned, all went to complete a 
picture of human misery that excites 
mingled feelings of compassion and 
indignation. The hardships of these 
p«ople begin from the time they 
are first arrested. Before trial 
(which is only a mere mockery of jus- 
tice, at best) they are thrust into til thy 
cells along with criminals of deep dye; 
then are brought before the Court, con- 
victed offhand and hurried back to pri- 
son, whence they are dispatched in 
gangs of from 5U to 100 to Siberia— 
compelled to walk over the rough roads, 
and guarded by mounted Cossackii 
armed with whips which are laid over 
the uacks of any who from weakness 
or fatigue show a deposition to lag. 
The cruelties perpetrated' during the 
Polish rebellion in 1S63 by the Russian 
soldiery who invaded that beautiful 
Province are fr»«b in the minds of 
many of our youngest readers. Fair 
Polish women were knouted or other- 
wise tortured or forced to submit to 
the caresses of the brutal invaders, and 
men in thousands of recorded cases 
were mutilated in a manner too shock- 
ing to be described. In the war with 
Khiva, Schuyler, the only person not 
a Russian who was present, heard the 
order given by the Russian general to 
" Kill them all — kill them everyone," 
referring to a tribe of 2,000 or 3,000 
natives who disputed thn passage 
of the army through their territory. 
And it wad done — to the last infant, 
who was seen by Schuyler two day* 
after the massacre lying in it dead 
mother's arms, and surrounded by the 
dead of its tribe, with a deep sabre- 
cut on its head, crying from thirst and 
begging for food. In Russia there is 
no free press to raise its voice against 
the exactions and oppressions of the 
rulers. The right of public meeting is 
denied. To sign a petition against a 
public abuse is to Becure a free pass to 
the Siberian mines. To protest against 
a fresh tax is to ensure committal to 
prison; and to attempt to leave 
or enter the country without the Em- 
peror's permission is a high crime. 
There is no popular legislature; no re- 
sponsible ministry; no plebiscite on any 
measure; no trial by jury as. people in 
Anglo-Saxon countries understand the 
system. The one-man power presides 
over and sways the destinies of the 
vast empire. The word of the Em- 
peror is supreme. From a sentence 
pronounced by him there is no appeal. 
The statutes are a collection of Im- 
perial ukases or proclamations which 
form the legul text-book. Against this 
odious system of government the peo- 
ple who dare not rebel or denounce it 
openly, or petition, plot; and the out- 
come of their plotting is the Nihilist 
conspiracy, which sets mines to blow 
up the Imperial Court, or sends its 
emissaries, who embrace death with 
exultation, to shoot or stab the Em- 
peror. The means adopted by the 
Nihilists shock the popular mind in 
countries like our own where the liber- 
ties of the subject are as jealously 
guarded as the life and preogatives of 
the sovereign. But in Russia, where 
the people have no rights the Em- 
peror is bound to respect; and where 
the whole fabric of government rests 
on the basis of tyrannical assumption of 
a power which is impiously claimed as 
God-given, the wonder is not that the 
people have struck, but that they have 
not struck before. We deprecate the 
means employed to encompass the 
Czar's destruction; but we cannot say 
that we sympathize with him when he 
has it in his power by a single stroke of 
his pen to free the political captives 
who pine in Siberia and bestow on his 
subjects those constitutional privileges 
which arc their birthright and which 
are enjoyed by the people of all other 
European countries.

ENGLAND. 

London, March 1. — Parole has ro 
tired to the fifth place in the betting 
on the Lincolnshire handicap for the 
17th March. One hundred to six was 
freely offered on Saturday on rumors 
that Parole will not start, Lorillard 
cannot get satisfactory bets. Tho 
Sportsman says Parole's backers need 
feel no uneasiness. He will certainly 
start, and in view of his satisfactory 
condition will run well. 

Parole is again the first favorite for 
the Lincolnshire handicap at 12 to 1. 

At the inquiry into tho Tay bridge 
disaster on Saturday several niolders 
employed by the contractors of the 
bridge testified that tho quality of iron 
used for the castings was very inferior; 
that tho columns wero frequently de- 
fective, of unequal thickness, cracked 
and scabbed and that the cracks and 
holes were filled with putty or cement 
and painted over. 

Tho Timts says that tho programme 
for the Afghanistan settlement publish- 
ed in tho Civil and Military Gazette of 
India is purely imaginary. No de- 
cision has been arrived at on any of the 
points mentioned. 

INDIA. 

London, March 1. — Intelligence has 
been received from Bombay that the 
steamer from Virgorla, bound to Kur- 
rachee, foundered and that five Euro- 
peans and fifty-nine natives were lost. 

Calcutta, March 1. — Sir John 
Strachey in introducing the budget in 
the Legislative Council vigorously de- 
fended the idea that India should bear 
the cost of the Afghan war. 

Lahore, March 1. — The English en- 
voy to Ghuzni has been unsuccessful in 
his negotiations with Mahomed Jan and 
Abdul Rahman Khan. In communicat- 
ing from Balal with Mahomed Jan and 
Anyoobkhan the latter is reported to 
have received an offer from the Shah 
of a large bribe for the surrender of 
Herat, but declined aU tho instigation 
of Ahdul Rahman Khun. The early 
submission of Mahomed Jan is still ex- 
pected. There are many signs that 
various chiefs wish to negotiate with 
the British. 

A son of the Khan of Bokhara has 
arrived at Jellalabad on his way to 
Peshawur with 140 followers. 

Calcutta, March 1. — Gen. Stewart's 
advance upon Ghuzni will probably 
commence between the 20th and 31st 
of March. 

A son of the Khan of Bokhara is 
reported at Jellalabad on tho way to 
Peshawur with 140 followers. It is 
probable that ho is the same Prince who 
has been living for some time a refugee 
in Cabul. 



ITALY. 

Naples, March 1. — The Swedish 
exploring steamer Vega has left for 
Lisbon and Portsmouth. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petersburg, March 1. — The 
coremonies on the occasion of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of the Czar's 
accession to the throne will be very 
limited. A full dress reception will be 
held at noon, followed by a celebration 
of mass and a military serenade in the 
evening. All generals and officers will 
assemble at half-past nine in the open 
space fronting the Winter Palace and 
the admiralty with detachments of 
soldiers of the various branches of the 
service and the bands of all the regi- 
ments now here will unite with singers 
from several divisions of the guards 
and 300 drummers. All will form in a 
semicircle before the palace. During 
the singing of the national anthem a 
salute of 101 guns will be fired on the 
opposite bank of tho Neva. 

London, March 1. — A letter from 
St. Petersburg reports that the fugitive 
Nihilist who was present at the intro- 
duction of dynamite in the Winter 
Palaco is now in Vienna. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, March 1. — A Russian has 
been arrested at Diedenhofen, Alsace, 
who the police declare they can prove 
has asserted that he was connected 
with the Moscow explosion and that 
his intention is to make another at- 
tempt on the life of the Czar. 

Paris, March 1. — Victor Hugo has 
published an appeal to the Govern- 
ment not to surrender Hartman to the 
Russian authorities. Several Russians 
have waited on Gambetta to solicit his 
influence with the Government to pre- 
vent the extradition ef Hartman. 

GERMANY. 

Berlin, March 1. — In view of the 
attitude of the Porte on the frontier 
question Greece has resolved to break 
off all negotiations and has addressed 
circulars to the powers invoking aid. 

It is reported that it is very doubt- 
ful whether Bismarck will be well 
enough to bo presont in the reichstag 
during the debate on the Army Bill. 
It is expected that Gen. Von Moltke 
will defend the bill. 

TURKEY. 

Constantinople, Feb. 29. — M. 
Oron, chief dragoman of the Russian 
embassy, and Col. Conoroff, were fired 
at to-day by two persons, who subse- 
quently succeeded in making their 
escape. Col. Conoroff was wounded, 
but Oron was unhurt. 

Constantinople, March 1. — The 
Greek brigands near Salonica have 
sent a letter demanding £55,000 ran- 
som in ten days or they will send Coi. 
Svnge's head to Salonica.

Each 
locket is engraved with an "In Memor- 
iam" and the name of the officer, toge- 
ther with the date of his death. The 
souvenir was ordered by the Queen. 

A\\ tho rare art treasures of Mgr. 
Capel, " Monsiegneur Catesby, " of 
"Lothair," have been brought to the 
hammer, at his house — formerly that 
occupied by Mr. Sotbern — in Kensing- 
ton. The right reverend gentloman's 
altar and private chapel fittings, all of 
the most elegant and tho rarest, were 
alio sold. Ho has become bankrupt. 

Whist WH3 proposed ono evening 
after dinner at Hughenden during the 
recent visit of tho Prince of Wales, the 
Premier, Lord Salisbury, and Mr. 
Berual Osborne sitting down to play 
with the Prince. Tho Premier asked 
the Princo what points he would like 
to play. "Sovereign points," ho re- 
plied. Lord Boaconsfield, who is not 
accustomed to play high, did not ap- 
pear well pleased. On Mr. Denial 
Osborne's noticing this, he said to the 
Prince, " I think, sir, with all duo do- 
ference to you, tho Premier will prefer 
playing Crown points." 

Great excitement exists in Man- 
chester over the undiscovered mur- 
der of Sarah Jane Roberts, a ser- 
vant in the employ of Mr. Greenwood, 
of Harperbery. That gentleman was 
lured from home by a letter signed, 
"W. Wilson, Oldham Road," pushed 
under the door, appointing to meet him 
in the evening. He went, but found 
no ono. Meanwhile his wife, who was 
confined to her room up stairs, and 
Mrs. Cat! man, a lady living next door, 
heard two loud shrieks from the kitch- 
en. On hearing the second shriek the 
neighbor ran to the door and found 
Mrs. Greenwood calling her. A light 
was procured, and on going into the 
kitchen they found the servant lying 
on her face upon the floor, with wounds 
on her head, but still breathing. A 
doctor was sent for, but the servant 
was dead before he arrived. On ex 
animation it was found that there were 
five wounds on the head, one of which 
had fractured the skull. From the 
evidence given at the inquest, it seems 
certain that these wounds could not 
have been self-inflicting, and lljlft they 
were made by striking with sdme blunt 
instrument with great force. But no 
ins'rument was found. There were no 
traces of a struggle. Everything in 
the kitchen was in order — the gas 
burning and a jug standing on the dres 
ser with a newspaper on it; no foot- 
steps were heard, not even the closing 
of tho kitchen door, which was found 
shut. The murderer had disappeared 
without leaving a trace. The district 
is a somewhat lonely one, but though 
the attention of Mrs. Greenwood her- 
self, and of Mrs. Cadman and her ser- 
vant, and children next door, wa3 ar- 
rested by tho first shriek, and Mrs. 
Greenwood ran to tho stairs and 
called to the servant, and though 
they were all on tho spot immedi- 
ately after tho second shriek, no 
sign of any person hurrying away 
was noticed, and no clue has been 
discovered to connect any person with 
the crime. At the inquest all that 
was produced was that Mr. Greenwood, 
an old man of 70, had been somewhat 
unduly familiar with the girl, who was 
19 years of age. 

Miss Burdett Coutts, the English Ba- 
roness, is 66 years of sge. At 23 she 
received a legacy of twenty million 
dollars, the income of which has since 
been a million and over a year. She 
has not accumulated more property, 
having made it a point to spend her 
whole income, principally in her phi- 
lanthropic projects. Sho established 
the corps of Crimean nurses managed 
by Florence Nightingale ; she has en- 
dowed churches and school, built pub- 
lic fountains, and established coffeo 
saloons as an aid to tho temperance 
movement- She i3, next to the Queen, 
the most revered lady in the British 
realms. 

Tho Duchess of Edinburgh has three 
children who have all magnificent blue 
eyes, and are as free from any suspi- 
cion of coddling as tho severest discip- 
linarian could desire. The eldest, 
Prince Alfred, is a great, plump, hand- 
some, five-year old boy. Princess Ma- | 
rie is three years old, fair, and with a 
wealth of sunny curls. The youngest 
is unnamed and yet in the cradle. 

The death of manager Bertrand, of 
the Theatre des Nationales, was hast- 
ened, if not actually caused, by his dis- 
appointment and chagrin at tho news 
that the Government had decided not 
to subsidize any more theatres. Ho 
was deeply involved in debt, and has 
trusted to a State subvention for assis- 
tance.

Collision in the Straits.— Botween 11 
and 12 o'clock on Monday night, during 
the prevalence of a dense snow-storm, a 
collision occurred in the Straits between 
an unknown vessel and the bark Gor- 
mania, bound from San Francisco for 
Departure Bay for coal. The top guar of 
the latter vessel was carried away; but 
owing to the donso darkness of the night 
it was impossible to ascertain the nature 
of the damage sustained by tho other 
ship. As the vessels did no v . come " end 
on " it is thought that tho unknown ship 
wnsnotseriously injurod. A vessel wasseen 
early yesterday morning passing up tho 
Sound as if bound for Port Townsend, 
and it is probable that she was the craft 
in collision. , 

Pavilion Rink. — Tho entertainment 
given at Pavilion Rink by tho amateurs 
from H. M. S. Rocket attracted a numer- 
ous audience. The programme comprised 
many vocal selections which were exceed- 
ingly well rendered and the entertain- 
ment was brought to a close by a most 
amusing farco entitled the " Ten Cent 
Restaurant," the situations in which fre- 
quently convulsed tho audience with 
hearty laughter. The accompaniments 
woro very nicely played by Mr. A. Carter 
and the choruses were effectively render- 
ed from behind the scenes by members of 
the company. 

The steamer Isabel arrived in port yes- 
terday morning from Port Townsend, 
where sho was detained tho greater part 
of Monday by a strong gale and a blind- 
ing snow storm. She brought the over- 
land mails, a dozen passengers and a small 
quantity of froight.

Supreme Court—la Chancery. 

[Before Mr. Justice Gray.] 

Titesday, March 2. 

In. re. the Estato of Isaac N. Hum- 
phreys, deceased, intestate — Tho hearing 
of this caso was rcsumod. 

Before taking his soat the learned Judge 
drew attention to an observation in The 
Colonist of thi3 morning in what purport- 
ed to be a report of this case. He did 
not believe tho statement was made in- 
tentionally, but if allowed to pass unno- 
ticod it might tend to prejudice the caso. 
It laiddowa a course for tho Court to pur- 
sue which no ono but tho Court could do. 
It stated that tho caso " involved a refer- 
ence to tho evidonce adduced in support 
of previous applicants." It was not for 
tho r. porter to say what the matter in- 
volved and tho Court objocted to any at- 
tempt to dictate its course. His lordship 
continued that on a previous occasion ho 
had declined to mako an order because 
the partios woro not properly before him. 
After referring to certain action taken by 
Neodhai'i, <\ J., Mr. Justice Gray said 
that anothor observation publishod was 
that only vory recently had an applicant, 
who claimed to bo deceased's wife, come 
forward. This was not so ; application 
was made by Mr. Pollard months ago and 
was discontinued for want of funds. 
Theso statements should bo corrected, be- 
cause nothing should go abroad that would 
prejudico a caso bofnro a Court. 

Mr. Robertson read an affidavit from 
Mr. W. Pollard, who stated that in De- 
cember, 1878, ho was told by Mr. Young 
of tho Treasury that tho amount to the 
credit of the estato was §0300; and that 
this morning ho was told by Mr. Beavon 
that ho could, not say whether tho amount 
had been passed over to tho Dominion 
GoTornmont at tho time of Confederation 
or was still in tho Treasury. 

Mr. Harrison objocted to the inquiry, 
and claimed to be entitled to eross-exam- 
ino on affidavits Filed. Ho then read an 
affidavit submitted by him and also ono 
by John Copland in 18G8, and produced 
a letter from a lady at San Francisco 
whom Humphreys declared ho was about 
to marry and had actually gono so far as 
to buy a now coat to be married in ; a 
letter from a person styling deceased his 
"dear uncle," and letters from other par- 
tics claiming relationship, were also put 
in. Theso persons, ho contended, had 
brought themsplves as fully before tho 
Court as tho present claimant; bosido3the 
marriage may havo been invalid. 

Tho Court asked if Counsel for the 
Crown • mtoudt d that a nephew or neico 
could claim as closo a relationship as a 
wife and child ? 

Mr. Harrison said no; but inquiry 
should bo made. 

Tho Court — But you do not state in 
your affidavit that tlioro is a reasonable 
ground for the belief that that theso are 
not the rightful heirs, and hero is strong 
evidence in affidavits that they are. 

Mr. Harrison argued there might havo 
been a previous marriage; but his lord- 
ship remarked that in the absence of evi- 
dence that could not be advanced. Not 
long ago in Scotland if a couplo jumped 
over a broom-stick and slept together 
thoy were as much married as if they had 
gone through a dozen marriage ceremon- 
ies. It is hard to say what is or what is 
not a valid marriago in tho United States, 

Mr. Harrison complained that ho had 
no reasonable notice of the caso coming 
on. 

Mr. Robertson said, this objoction 
should have been raised yesterday. Tho 
result of this application would be to de- 
lay the caso from month to month. Tho 
affidavits were similar to those filed a 
year ago. 

The Court said the Crown had a right 
to say that tho marriago was not legiti- 
mate or that tho issuo was illegitimate, 
and there would be an opportunity afford- 
ed of examining one of the witnesses 
(Dr. Hitchcock) now in Court. This man 
left a certain sum of money which has 
laid in tho Troasury for years without 
earning one cent. Tho affidavit did nut 
show reasonablo grounds for delay. 

Mr. Harrison argued that Susan Hum- 
phreys, tho widow, and_ all witnesses 
should be examined. 

Mr. Robertson replied, pointing out 
the absurdity of tho contention of Coun- 
sel for the Crown. 

Tho Court ordered that Dr. Hitchcock 
should bo examined on Wednesday, to 
which day at 1 o'clk the Court adjourned.

On Thursday ovoning Mr. Kelly -Ram 
soy, a coal cutter, met with a fatal acci-

the head. Ho fell backward into the 
gangway or shuto, and rolled to the tun 
nel, a distance of about two hundred feet 
When discovered he was beyond recovery 
and has since died. Mr. Ramsey was a 
Scotch coal miner, and came to the Sound 
several years ago, when ho ontered tho 
employ of tho Coal Company at Newcas- 
tle, where ho remained till tho time of his 
doath. Ho is spoken of as a stoady, hard' 
working, industrious man, about 40 years 
of age. Ho leaves a wifo and children to 
mourn his sudden death. — Intelligencer. 

Port Townsend, Feb. 28. — Our usual- 
ly quiet town was thrown into a stato of 
considerable oxcitemont this afternoon at 
five o'clock, by a terrible stabbing affray 
which took place in front of tho Cosmo- 
politan Hotel in this city. Tho principal 
actors wore a man named McGraw and 
Jame3 McDonald (a sailor), both of whom 
are from Seattle. According to reports, 
McDonald had lately lost somo money 
while playing cards with McGraw. Feel- 
ing aggrieved, ho took ovory opportunity 
to provoke a light with McGraw. This 
conduct was patiently borno by McGraw 
until this afternoon, when McDonald on- 
deavored again to get into a fight, which 
unfortunately succeeded only too well, 
and ended in McGraw either drawing a 
knifeiiimself or having ono handed to 
him, with which ho stabbed his antagon- 
ist thirteen times around tho head, face, 
neck and shoulders. Tho cuts on tho 
face will probably disfigure him for lifo ; 
but, if inflammation or something unfav- 
orable does not occur, ho will probably 
recover. Several persons in tho crowd 
endeavored to get tho knife away from 
McGraw, it is said, but were prevented 
by a person who is now in jail, together 
with the principal, both of whom were 
arrested immediately after the fight by 
Sheriff Miller, who also had the wounded 
man placed under the care of Dr. Garsa- 
ivay, »ho sent him to tho Marino Hospi- 
tal, where he now lies. — Intelligencer. 

Tho Northern Pacific Railroad Com-

Last Monday morning a man entered 
tho jewelry storo of L. P. Smith & Son, 
of this city, and inquired if they purchas- 
od damaged silverware. At the same 
time he took from his pockets some scraps 
of battered silver, saying that in moving 
somo of his wife's silverware had been 
badly jammed, and be thought jewelers 
might Do able to make some use of it. 
Mr. Smith applied acid to a piece of tho 
bittered ware, which proved to be good 
silver, and the lot was accordingly purchas- 
ed for about A few days later Mr. 
Smith had occasion to use a piece of this 
silver, when the idea occurred to him that 
tho fellow had stolen it. Charles Talcott 
an Olympia jewoler, was present at tho 
time, and told Mr. Sm' f li he had also 
purchased a considerable quantity on 
Tuesday evening, at the Capital, from a 
man who told a plausible story about his 
possession of it. A man from Portland, 
who heard, the conversation in tho jowelry 
storo, said that a couplo of years ago tho 
Catholic Church of Portland was robbed 
of its silverware, and he thought probably 
this was some of that ware. Mr. Smith 
decided to call the attention of Thorndiko, 
tho Chief of Police, to the matter. Mr. 
Thorndiko took some- pieces up to Father 
Prefontaino's residence, and asked him if 
it could possibly bo a portion of that 
stolon so long ago from the church in 
Portland. Father Prefontaiuo said it 
must bo, and. to be more certain, took the 
officer into his church to compare it with 
the silverware there, when, to his astonish- 
ment, he discovered that his own church 
had been robbed, and that tho battered 
fragment before him was a. pieco of the 
silver chalice belonging to him, valued at 
§125. A further investigation showed 
that the silverware sold at Olympia was 
part of tho samo article. Detectivos aro 
on the track of the sacrilegious thief, and 
it is hoped ho will bo caught and se- 
verely punished. — Intelligencer.
